| HEAVY LOSS OF PLANT 


FOOD ON SOME’ FARMS * 


‘Waasteful methods of handling 
farm manure result in heavy logses 
of expensive plant foods on many 
Maine farms, says A. K. Gardner, 
erops specialist in the University 
of Maine Extension Service. A sur- 
vey made in‘the fall of 1936 showed 
that of 1710 farms, manure was 
stored outdoors on more than half 
the farms, About two-thirds of the 
men interviewed said that they 
realized they were not using 
enough litter to properly absorb 
the valuable liquid portion of the 
farm manure, 

Gardner says that it would cost 
about $1.65 to buy the plarit food 
elements that each ton of manure 
contains, On a Maine farm with 10 
cows and the usual other livestock, 
the fertilizing value of manure for 
the seven-month barn feeding per- 
iod is more than $200. If two-fifths 
of this value is wasted, as often 
occurs, the loss is about $80. These 
losses are due to loss of nitrogen 
due to chemical action, er te actual
